Tile  customs  revenue  of  the  United  States  in 
1897  was  176  yi  million  dollars,  or  about 
$2.43  per  capita.  That  of  Uruguay  {we  take 
the  estimate  for  the  current  budget)  is  jo  mil- 
lion dollars,  say  $11.76  per  capita.  The 
United  Stales  are  frequently  accused  of  carry- 
ing protectionism  to  an  injurious  excess,  yet 
the  resident  ill  Uruguay  has  to  pay  nearly  five 
times  as  much  duties, 

The  internal  revenue  of  the  United  States 
for  1897  was  146  }4  million  dollars,  or  $2.91 
per  capita.  The 'internal  revenue  of  Uruguay 
(including  under  this  head  all  revenue  except 
tlie  customs  duties)  is  nearlv  6  million  dollars, 
or  say  $7  per  capita.  The  residentof  Uruguay 
lias  to  pay  internal  taxes  three  and  a  half 
times  Tieavier  than  a  resident  of  the  United 
Slates. 

The  expense  of  collecting  the  176  ,'j  million 
dollars  customs  revenue  of  the  United  States 
is  a  little  over  7  million  < dollars,  or  a  com- 
mission oE  $4.01  °/o  011  the  revenue.  The  ex- 
pense of  collecting  the  10  million  dollars  cus- 
toms revenue  of  Uruguay  is  as  we  showed  in 
one  article  of  Friday,  $601,904,  representing 
a  commission  of  about  6  "(n.  This  is  not  a 
Very  alarming  difference,  though,  as  we  said 
previously,  we  believe  it  might  be  done  much 
cheaper  by  simplifying  the  system. 

The  expense  of  collecting  the  internal  rev- 
enue of  the  United  States  of  14.6  %  million 
dollars,  is  3  %  million  dollars  or  a  commission 
of  2.46  °/o.  The  expense  of  collecting  the  in- 
ternal revenue  of  Uruguay  is  $231,420,  but  as 
this  only  applies  to  some  4  millions  dollars  of 
revenue,  the  remainder  accruing  from  other 
sources,  the  commission  is  about  17  "/o,  or 
more  than  seven  times  greater  than  in  the 
United  Stales.  This  shows  something  radi- 
cally wrong.  Collecting  machinery  which 
consumes  17  "/„  of  the  income  collected  is  cer- 
tainly to  be  regarded  with  suspicion.

The  distribution    of  offices  I  '"' 
is  not  precisely  the  same  in  the  two  countries,  j 
hut  the  difference  ill  the  figures  is  remarkable,  | 
especially  when   we   remember   the    equally 
great  difference  in  efficiency. 

Finally,  the  entire  administrative  expend- 
iture of  the  United  States,  including  interests 
and  pensions,  that  is  to  say  the  entire  dis- 
bursement authorized  by  the  budget,  amounts 
to  JiS.So  per  capita. 

It  therefore  costs  three  times  as  much  to  he 
be  indifferently  governed  in  Uruguay  as  it 
costs  to  be  well  governed  1*11  this  United  Sta- 
tes, 

The  above  figures  will  give  our  readers  quite 
enough  to  think  over  for  one  day,  so  we  defer 
further  remarks  for  the  present.  In  our  next 
article  we  propose  to  make  some  comments  on 
the  war  expenses." 

TRAMWAY  REGULATIONS, 

The  "municipality  of  Montevideo  hasadopt- 
'  ed  new  regulations  for  the  tramway  service  of 
that  city,  some  of  which  are  considered  to  be 
decidediniprovemetits  on  the  preceding  reg- 
ulations. We  take  a  summary  of  principal 
clauses  from  the  Montevideo   Times, 

Every  car  must  beswepl  and  dusted  on  being 
put  into  service^  and  must  be  washed  and 
disinfected  at  least  twice  a  week.  Wooden 
lattices  must  be  employed  in  the  floors  of  the 
closed  cars.  Closed  cars  must  have  ventilators 
and  open  cars  must  be  built  with  windows  and 
persiennes  in  front.  The  tariff,  number  of 
passengers  that  may  be  carried,  and  a  copy  of 
the  regulations  must  he  conspicuously  posted 
in  every  car. 

It  is  forbidden  to  stop  the  cars  at  the  street 
crossings  or  on  inclines. 

'  The  guards  are  authorised  to  call  the  assist- 
ance of  the  police  in'the  case  of  passengers 
who  insist  on  mounting  a  car  that  is  full. 

Thecspactty  of  the  closed  cars  is  measured 
by  the  numlver  of  windows,  according  to  the 
following  scale  :  X  .windows,  20  passengers; 
7  windows,  ]8  jjfissengers;£  windows  16.  and 
5  windows  12.  In  the  open  cars  four  passen- 
gers are  allowed  on  each  bench.  Pour  pas- 
sengers are  allowed  on  the  hack  foot-board  of 
open  cars,  and  two  on  closed   cars,    but   only

The  administration  of  President  Pru- 
dente  de  Moraes  expires  to-day.  As 
the  first  civilian  executive  of  the  repub- 
lic, coining  immediately  after  two  mili- 
tary executives  who  had  played  impor- 
tant rdles  in  the  revolution  and  in  the 
organization  of  the  new  government, 
his  position  was  one  of  unusual  diffi- 
culty, The  revolts  of  1893  and  the 
general  disorganization  of  public  affairs 
throughout  the  country,  owing  to  the 
overthrow  of  the  state  executives  and 
the  aggressive  attitude  of  certain  classes 
of  military  iren,  intensified  these  diffi- 
culties and  endered  his  position  one  of 
personal  danger  as  well.  When  Dr. 
t'rudente  de  Moraes  assumed  the  presi- 
dency in  1894,  it  was  generally  believ- 
ed that  his  tenure  of  office  would  be  very 
brief.  Threats  were  openly  made  that 
he  would  be  deposed  in  ;t  very  few 
months,  and  that  the  military  classes 
would  not  permit  him  to  carry  out  his 
own  views  on  certain  quest'ons.  Antag- 
onisms had  arisen  through  the  naval 
revolt  and  the  revolution  in  Rio  Grande 
do  Si'l  which  it  seemed  i  npossible  to 
harmonize.  The  new  President  was 
known  to  be  a  man  of  moderate  and 
liberal  views,  and  it  was  known  that  if 
left  to  himself  his  policy  would  be  one 
of  conciliation.  This  was  bitterly  oppos- 
ed by  the  followers  of  his  predecessor  in 
the  presidency,  who  favored  a  policy  of 
harsh  repression,  and  as  they  had  the 
more  prominent  military  officers  on 
their  side,  it  seemed  certain  that  their 
wishes  would  prevail.  The  struggle 
between  the  President  and  these  aggres- 
sive reactionary  elements  has  lasted 
through  the  whole  of  the  President's 
term  of  office.     He  has   been  compelled 

■  to  temporise  and  conciliate,  at  times  even 
to  yield  to  their  exactions.  In  some 
particulars  his  administration  has  been 
sharply  censured  because  of  his  conces- 
sions to  these  reactionary  elements,  but 
it  must  be  admitted  that  had  he  done 
otherwise  serious  consequences  would 
have  resulted.  He  has  been  better 
informed  than  the  public,  and   it  is  but 

.  bare  justice  to  admit  that  he  knew  when 
'it  was  necessary  to  conciliate  those  who 
were  Imposing  their  extreme  views  upon 
his  government.  No  one  has  ever  ques- 
tioned his  patriotism  and  his  purposes, 
and  no  one  will  say  that  he  ever  betray- 
ed his  country  for  personal  gain.  He 
has  always  had  the  respect  and  sympathy 
of  the  conservative  classes,  even  at  times 
when  they  have  blamed  him  for  yielding 
to  the  reactionists,  and  as  time  passes 
andthey  better  understand  the  difficul- 
ties of  his  position,  he  will  command  still 
more  of  their  esteem  and  admiration. 
All  things  considered  the  first  civilian 
President  of  Brazil  has  achieved  a  signal 
success.  He  has  not  only  held  his  place 
to  the  end,  but  he  has  accomplished 
things  which  at  first  were  thought  impos- 
sible. In  some  respects  his  administra- 
tion resembles  that  of  President  Hayes, 
who  was  denounced  most  bitterly  for 
the  best  of  his  acts.  In  our  opinion,  the 
administration  of  President  Prudente  de 


Moraes  will  always  hold  a  high  and 
honorable  place  in  Brazilian  history,  and 
the  good  it  has  done  will  stand  out  all  the 
sharper  and  clearer  as  the  years  go  by.
